POISON KILLS FOUR 
DURING AUTO RIDE 
ATTORNEY 1 HELD 


Father, Mother and Two 
Children Victims in Bi- 
zarre Mystery on Arkan- 
sas Highway. 


MALVERN, Ark., Aug. 15.—(UP) 
A small roadster bearing six persons, 
four of them dead, careened off the 
Little Rock highway, 9 miles north 
of here today and crashed into a 
fence. 

Passing motorists ran to the scene 
and made a gruesome discovery. A 
man and a woman sat erect in the 
front seat, both dead. Three children 
sat in the rumble seat, two of them 
dead, and the third, a boy of about 
4 years, unharmed. The sixth pas- 
senger, a man, fled as the passersby 
approached and hid himself in near- 
by woods. 

The four persons obviously died of 
poisoning. They were not even 
scratched in the wreck. 

Authorities were called to the 
scene. A posse was organized and 
bloodhounds put on the trail of the 
man who fled. He was tracked down 
and captured. He told police his 
name was Mark H. Shank, an attor- 
ney of Akron, Ohio,

He said the dead persons were Al- 
len Cooley, his wife, Ethel Cooley, 


and their sons, Clement and Clyde, 
7 and 10 years old, respectively, ail 
of Akron, 

-year-old survivor, the third 
son of the dead couple, told police 
higgname was Cline. He said, “Mama 
and papa ate some meat after I told 
them not to touch it, because I saw 
Mr. Shank put something in it.” 

It was reported, without confirma- 
tion, that the Cooley family had all 
been star witnesses in some recent 
murder trial at Akron. Letters in 
Cooley’s pockets also indicated he 
was using an alias, “Allen Fetty.” 

Shank was held in jail here, and 
plans were made to take him to Hot 
Springs. Bodies of the four victims 
were taken to Little Rock for autopsy. 

Millar Halbert, prosecuting attor- 
ney for Malvern, told the United 
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Press that Shank had made a fantas- 
tic confession. 

Shank’s story was this, according 
to Halbert: 

Shank’s law firm, in Akron, was 
employed by some “big shot” to pro- 
tect him from a court case that was 
pending against him. Shank’s firm 
hired Cooley to get some papers in 
the case from the Akron prosecuting 
attorney, by any “hook or crook.” 

Cooley got the papers, and Akron 
authorities were “hot on his trail,” 
so he decided to leave town. He came 
to Hot Springs, a health resort, and 
brought his wife and three children 


along. : 
Fears Talk. 

Then Shank grew worried for fear 
that Cooley would “talk.” Last Sun- 
day Shank came to Hot Springs, seek- 
ing a way to dispose of Cooley. 

All six of them set out from Hot 
Springs for an automobile tour of 
the countryside, visiting several towns 
in this vicinity. Today they passed 
through Malvern and stepped at a 
store to get some cold food, to eat on 
the road. It included potted meats 
and grape juice. 

It was in this food that the four 
persons were said to have received the 
poison. 

Sheriff T. S. Fisher and his depu- 
ties took Shank several miles up the 
road tonight, to where the dinner was 
said to have been eaten, and the sher- 
iff found remnants of meat and a 
grape juice bottle. The sheriff also 
brought back some crystals, which he 
said “resembled poison.’”” He said he 
found them near the meat.

Sees “Challenge.” 

Charging that representatives of 
the industry had walked out of an 
NRA conference with Secretary Fran- 
ces Perkins because he was present, 
Green told newspapermen he regard- 
ed the action as “a challenge to the 
government.” 

He said he was present not only 
as the chosen representative of the 
NRA’s labor advisory board but at 
the invitation of Miss Perkins, who 
had called the conference to adjust 
controversies over the labor provi- 
sions of the pending steel code. 

“The question is,’ Green said, 
“whether steel is to dictate to the 
government or whether the govern- 
ment is going to set up machinery 
under the industrial recovery act and 
require industry to work with that 
machinery.” 

In the conference room when Green 
entered were such steel leaders as W. 
A. Irvin, president of United States 
Steel: Eugene G, Grac, president of

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EXPORT SUBSIDIES

Wallace Denies ‘Dumping’ 
Plan But Says Price 
Must Be Maintained. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—(/)— 
If necessary to protect wheat pro- 
ducers from  price-depressing sur- 
pluses, Secretary Wallace said today 
the United States is ready to sub-

Georgia’s full delegation in congress 
Tuesday joined with Governor Eugene 
Talmadge in a concentrated effort to 
obtain immediately the state’s $10,- 
000,000 share of the federal emergency 
road fund and in the movement for 
immediate federal action to increase 
cotton prices and provide for partici- 
pation by the southern farmer in bene- 
fits under the agricultural adjustment 
act. Senators, governors and con- 
gressmen of other cotton-growing 
states are to be asked to join in the 
cotton price movement. 

Senator Walter F, George, senior 
senator of the state, who will be 
chairman of the delegation, left Tues- 
day night for Washington to arrange 
an appointment with President Roose- 
velt. As soon as the appointment has 
been obtained, the senator, with Sena- 
tor Richard B, Russell Jr., will call 
on their congressional ¢olleagues to 
join with them in appealing to the 
president, and Governor Talmadge 
will.summon the governors of south- 
ern states to the capital where a unit- 
ed front may be presented in the 
south’s demand for action. Under the 
revised plan, Governor Talmadge has 
called off his conference of governors 
of cotton-growing states set for Sat- 
urday in Atlanta and will call the 
governors to Washington instead. 

Three Con Absent, 

All members of the delegation, with 
the exception of Congressmen Robert 
Ramspeck, of Atlanta; John Wood, 
of Canton, and B. T. Castellow, of 
Cuthbert, were present at Tuesday’s 
session and Congressmen Ramspeck 
and Wood promised full support of 
the program even though they could 
not attend the session. Congressman 
Castellow is vacationing in Canada. 

The delegation will move in a body 
to obtain the $10,000,000 road fund

DR. WRIGHT'S ‘CONTRIBUTION. 

In a.country blessed with scentific 
workers, where excellent — scientific 
publications are the order of the day, 
the appearance of any one monograph 
ordinarily does not appreciably affect 
the flow of the tide of scientific re- 
search, Yet a most unusual contri- 
bution appeared in 1931 which was 
the result of many months of work 
in the Okefinokee swamp. Dr. Albert 
Hazen Wright, of Cornell University, 
working under the auspices of the 
Heckscher Foundation, has completed 
a study of the life histories of the 
frogs of the Okefinokee, and has pub- 
lished his findings in a volume of over 

pages. 

“The Frogs of the Okefinokee 
Swamp, Georgia,” is a volume that’ 
should have its place on the shelves 
of every school and college library of 
the state. It should be the prized 
possession of every nature student. 
Having made a lifelong study of frogs 
and their place in nature, as well 
as their relations with man, Dr. 
Wright speaks from thorough-goinz 


‘this volume. It is one of the mas- 
terpieces of herpetology, and the~pe- 
culiar problems presented by the Oke- 
finokee region have been handled as 
only a master can handle them. 
Bighteen species of frogs are ex- 
haustively studied, and additional 
species, as yet unrecorded from the 
swamp, but whose habitats are such 
that their occurrence here is almost 
certain, are presented in great detail. 


The illustrations are of a very high 
order. Every species is shown iu 
photographs depicting habits and habi- 
tats. in perfect delineation. The 
mouth-parts of the tadpoles, for ex- 
ample, are given detailed treatment 
as a part of the life-history study. 
Keys for the identification of speci- 
mens of aduits and tadpoles, as well 
as eggs,‘are also included. I can 
think of no aspect of this sort of 
research thaf has been overlooked. 

As a zoologist, I unhesitatingly rec- 
ommend to you Dr. Wright's “Frogs 
of the Okefinokee Swamp, Georgia.” 
as a monograph deserving a place of 


experience. Not a word is wasted in 


honor in your library. (Macmillan, 
1931.)

The situation faced by the cotton 
interests of the south is so criti- 
cal as to make vitally necessary the 
co-operation of the bankers and 
businessmen of the section in the 
efforts to bring about higher prices 
for the staple and increased buy- 
ing of manufactured textiles. 

When wheat started a disastrous 
price fall the financial and busi- 
ness interests of the west joined 
wholeheartedly with the farmers in 
a price-pegging movement, and the 
downward trend was checked. This 
has not been done in the south, 
and the decline in cotton (prices 
has continued to the present ruin- 
ous figures. 

Taking into consideration the de- 
preciated value of today’s dollar, 
as compared with its purchasing 
power a year ago, cotton at its 
present price is worth no more to 
the farmer than it was at six cents 
a pound, a price which brought 
ruin to the farmers of the south. 

Already scattering agreements 
have been made by growers to hold 
their cotton for 12 cents a pound.

MAYOR KEY’S APPEAL. 

With considerably less than one- 
half of the voters of Atlanta quali- 
fied to participate in September’s 
municipal primary, the appeal of 
Mayor Key to every citizen, who 
has not already done so, to regis- 
ter, should be answered by every 
man and woman having the inter- 
est of the community at heart.

Paris is grace personified among 
the cities of the world. But London 
is imposing with her might and with 
the sense of empire. London is not 
just the capital of England. It is the 
heart of a powerful League of Na- 
tions. It is the spiritual aome of all 
that’s English-speaking in this world. 
For America also is the daughter of 
England. The stamp of England sits 
on our imstitutions. Paris is romance. 
London is the mother of adventure. 
Those imposing merchant palaces and 
marble halls, that India office and 
those dominion houses would not be 
there if Englishmen had not set out 
on the great adventure in all the four 
corners of the earth. 

The atmosphere of Paris is sensu- 
ous. In London there is a breath of 
soberness in spite of its Americanized 
Picadilly. The statues of Paris ex- 
press the sense of beauty that is in- 
herent in ye Latin race. The statues 
of London are awkward, stiff and 
phlegmatic. English genius expresses 
itself in other ways than art, On Sun- 
duys London is like a cemetery. Paris 
on that day comes out into the streets 
and the populous faubourgs and boule- 
vards—and cafes. Paris is a woman’s 
town. But in London it’s the men 
who look infinitely better dressed than 
the women. 

The trouble with English women is 
that they want to imitate Parisian 
styles or follow Parisian fashion. They 
are of a_ distinctive beauty which 
ought to have an exclusive style of 
its own. 


Go East, 
Young Man! 


We are setting out next week for 
a long trek to the east. By ship from 
London to Leningrad, through the Bal- 
tic sea, with a stopover in Helsingfors. 
Then south to Moscow and from Mos- 
cow to the Ukraine, back along the 
Volga and thence along the Trans- 
Siberian railway to Manchuria. Vladi- 
vostock is the terminus of the voyage, 
but being so near to the empire of the 
Rising Sun and its extraordinary peo- 
ple, the temptation will be great to 
cross the bay and pay a short visit to 
Japan. 

Back to the mainland we will skirt 
Mongolia right into Chinese Turke- 
stan, where a revolt is said to be go- 
ing on. From the Sibefian cold and 
frozen tundras—or it is hot there too

countries. Afghanistan, with its wild 
tribes of Pathans, will be visited. We 
expect to have at least a luncheon 
with the king of that country with 
whom we had many a palaver back in 
the old days when he lived in exile in 
Paris. Then through Armenia, the 
Caspian region, up to Moscow and 
again to Leningrad and by boat back 
to England, which is only a step to 
our home across the Channel in sunny 
old France. 

We will be about four months gone 
on this tour, But expect to visit the 
United States next winter and hope 
to find the country in the midst of a 
boom, or failing that in happier cir- 
cumstances than is the case at present, 
when, fortunately, the signs of dawn 
are finally breaking on the horizon.

Road This Week 


The state higLway board Tuesday 
voted to immediately complete the 
Chatsworth-Ellijay highwa,; with its 
own forces, Chairman J. J. Mangham 
annourcing that work which was halt- 
ed 1 st week when the board cancelled 
i's contract with Murray and Gilmer 
counties would be resumed Friday or 
Saturday of thi: week. 

“The board has accepted a proposal 
of the two counties to use all of its 
convicts and road machinery and work 


on the project is to be resumed at 
once,” Mr. Mangham said. “We hope 
to complete the task as economically 
as possible. The board believes that 
even though the $600,000 already 
spent on the grading of the road is 
some@What of a waste, it feels that too 
much has been done to drop the proj- 
ect. We are therefore proceeding with 
it at once.” 

The road is a 22-mile stretch over 
the mountains between the two cities. 
™he old highway board entered into 
a contract with the counties to com- 
plete the project and the counties 
turned it over to V. C. Pickéring. Mr. 
Pickering’s connection ended with the 
cancellation of the contract last 
week. 

A large delegation from Bibb county 
Tuesday urged the board to complete 
the paving of all the major routes 
extending from Macon into central 
Georgia. 

Spokesmen for the group, composed 
of almost 50 men, did not specify 
any particular route for immediate ac- 
tion, but said all the outgoing roads 
should receive prompt attention by the 
board.

However, the real focal point of the 
dispute has been the guarantee of 
collective bargaining for labor in the 
recovery act and its interpretation. 

Steel Beaten. 

Steel—operating generally its own 
company unions and barring nation- 
ally organized unions—was forced on 
the opening day of its hearings to 
withdraw a labor clause which Gen-

Senator Blocked R. F. C. 
Loan and Precipitated 
Crisis, Miller Charges. 


DETROIT, Aug. 15.—(4)—Wilson 
W. Mills, former chairman of the 
board of one of Detroit’s closed na- 
tional banks, testified before the bank 
grand jury today that Herbert Hoo- 
iver, then president, informed him di- 
rectors of the R. F. C. were afraid of 
‘the criticism of Senator James Cou- 
|zens, if they sanctioned a loan sought 
by a Detroit bank. 

Mills, former chairman of the board 
of the First National bank, Detroit, 
said Senator Couzens’ refusal to sanc- 
tion $6,200,000 of a loan of $43,700,- 
000 to the Guardian Detroit Union 
Group, Inc., brought the closing of the 
state’s banks in February, a suspen- 
sion that was followed subsequently 
by the national banking holiday. 

Precipitated Holiday. 

The blocking of this $6,200,000 of 
the loan, Mills said, “unquestionably” 
precipitated the bank holiday. Had it 
been approved, he asserted, the banks 
probably would never have suspended 
operation. 

Senator Couzens, who has promised 
'to reveal the movements leading up to 
the state banking holiday, will reply 
to Mills’ statements probably tomor- 
row before the jury. 

Mills, under questioning by Circuit 
Judge Harry B. Keidan, conducting 
the inquiry, said he telephoned Mr, 
Hoover, while the latter was presi- 
dent, to apprise him of the banking 
situation in Detroit, where the Union 
Guardian Trust Co., a unit of the 
Guardian Union Group, was in need 
of a loan. 

Would Denounce It. 

Mr. Hoover, the witness said, told 
him Senator Couzens had stated that 
if the R. F. C. made the loan to the 
Guardian Group, he (Couzens), would 
“denounce it.”

Governor Talmadge stressed a plea 
for withdrawal of government finan- 
cial aid in his short address, asserting 
that he believed the farmer was rely- 
ing too much on the help from the 
federal government. 

“IT agree most heartily with the 
spirit of the Georgia delegation re- 
garding the immediate releasing to 
Georgia of its share of the ral 
highway funds,” the governor said, 
thanking the delegation for adopting 
a resolution urging that this fund be 
turned over to the state to be spent 
by the highway board he recently ap- 
pointed. “I have placed three good 
men on the highway board and I am 
sure t'1ey will be a credit to the state 
and not spend more than ,000 on 
grading a 22-mile mountain road as 
did their predecessors in office on the 
road between Chatsworth and Ellijay. 
I believe that this money will be ex- 
pended sensibly in every way. We 
have cut out more than per cent 
of our engineers and there are more 
dollars for roads now than before.” 

The governor said he felt that ac- 
tion should be taken at once to do 
something to help the cotton price 
situation. 

“T called a meeting of governors to 
be held here next Saturday, but I 
think now that the congressional dele- 
gation has decided to. act it would 
be better if the governors and the 
congressmen work together,” he de- 
clared. “If it is all right with the 
delegation I'll call off my meeting for 
next Saturday and instead call upon 
the governors to meet with me in 
Washington when the members of 
congress are laying our case before 
the president.”

Permanent Plan Seen. 

In Washington Secretary Wallace 
who has just returned from a tour 
of the south, indicated that next year’s 
crop and perhaps a plan for perma- 
nent control of the cotton acreage, 
will be taken up some time this fall. 

The program this year which re- 
sulted in a reduction «cf the crop by 
more than 4,000,000 bales was re- 
garded as temporary and Secretary 
Wallace said in Washington Tuesday 
that he found extreme anxiety 
throughout the south for the formula- 
tion of the more permanent cotton 
control plan which was to follow this 
year’s emergency drive. 

The cotton farmers, Secretary Wal- 
lace said, believe that the shaping of 
additional control plans would have 
a steadying effect on this year’s price. 

The secretary of agriculture said he 
expected representatives of the grow- 
ers to present their plans within the 
next few weeks and they would have 
hearty co-operation by the depart- 
ment. 

Although no definite program has 
been worked out, preliminary confer- 
ences have indicated that the perma- 
nent cotton control plan might be 
shaped along the lines for that of 
wheat. 

Under the wheat plan, the growers 
will be allotted payments correspond- 
ing to the average amount of wheat 
they have produced during the past 
few years. In return, they will prom- 
ise to reduce their acreage in the 
amount that the secretary of agricul- 
ture finds necessary, the maximum re- 
duction being 20 per cent. 

The delegation also voted to ask 
the president to levy some sort of 
processing taxes on tobacco and corn 
to increase the prices of these com- 
modities. Peanuts, which also have 
been selling off during the _ sev- 
eral weeks, also came into the dis- 
cussion and a processing tax was sug- 
gested. ;

Senator George addressed the dele- 
gation at the outset of the session, 
asserting that unless present down- 
ward price trends are halted, rising 
prices on all other commodities will 
reduce further the buying power of 
the rural sections and thereby fur- 
ther retard the return of prosperity. 

“The recovery program no doubt is 
helping the industrial sections,” Sen- 
ator George said. “The agricultural 
sections, however, are suffering more 
severely than ever before and with the 
prices of all other products rising rap- 
idly, the southern farmer will be in 
a terrible situation unless the prices 
of his products grow in the same pro- 
portion. 

“Cotton, peanuts, tobacco and corn 
prices are going down every day, and 
the whole recovery program in the 
south will collapse if something is not 


done immediately.” 


Congressman FE, E. Cox, of Ca- 
milla, one of the veteran members of 
the delegation, sponsored the unop- 
posed resolution ¢alling for concen- 
trated action to immediately obtain 
the road fund. 

“I have just recently returned from 
Washington, where I found that there 
was opposition in the bureau of pub- 
lic roads to sending the money to 
Georgia at once,” Congressman Cox 
said, “We must act in“unity and at 
onee, and convince both Secretary 
Wallace and President Roosevelt that 
we have a highway board that will 
economically administer this fund.”

Murder charges were filed late to- 
day against Bailey in connection with 
the slaughter, in the city where a 
Missouri jury not long ago imposed 
the first death verdict in ¢he coun- 
try’s history for kidnaping.

Federal authorities indicated Bailey 
would be turned over to Kansas City 
authorities instead of being removed 
first to Oklahoma City with four 
other prisoners for arraignment on 
federal charges of kidnaping in the 
Urschel case,

being pressed throughout the country 
for Verne C. Miller, former South 
Dakota sheriff; Wilbur Underhill, 
escaped Kansas convict, and others 
sought in the Kansas City killings;

“I will do all in my power to hang 
Bailey and anyone else who might 
be found guilty in connection with the 
wholesale killings,” said County Pros- 
ecutor T. A. J. Mastin, who obtained 
the death verdict recently against 
Walter McGee, convicted in the kid- 
naping of Miss Mary McElroy, 
daughter of City Manager H. F. Me- 
Elroy.

He never smokes or drinks. He retires early and he does not 
go for night life in the clubs, nor does he bet on the races or 
gamble in any form. 

He is a great athlete and a famous home run hit- 
ter. Yet he has never achieved the fortune or the fame 
that came to George Herman (Babe) Ruth. The Babe 
had none of the old virtues. He used to be well known 
on Broadway and he played enough on the ponies to 
keep an average man for the remainder of the average 
man’s life. He once liked a little celebration. And may- 
be still does. It being strictly his own business. 

The Babe remains the Great Man. And he and Gehrig get 
along famously.

They both found 
fortunes there. And as Gehrig said, ‘How many young men |

COURTHOUSE, SALEM, Mass., 
Aw 15.—(UP)—A jury which had 
saf through a month-long trial took 
only 1 hour and 52 minutes today 
to acquit Mrs. Jessie Burnett Cos- 
tello of a charge that she murdered 
her husband with poison for insurance 
and Jove of another man, 

Less than half an hour after she 
heard, with tear-filled eyes, the ver- 
dict which meant her freedom, the 
attractive 31-year-old widow was back 
with her three small children in the 
Peabody cottage home where Fire 
Captain William J. Costello died of 
a mysteriously administered dose of 
potassium cyanide just six months 
ago Thursday. 

To set her free, the jury of middie- 
aged Essex county tradesmen and ar- 
tisans had rejected two alternative 
verdicts—first-degree ° murder, carry- 
ing a mandatory penalty of death in 
the electric chair; and second-degree 
murder, demanding life imprisonment. 

They refused to accept the govern- 
ment’s hypothesis that Mrs. Costello, 
lured by the love of Edward J. Mc- 
Mahon, young married policeman, and 
$5,000 life insurance, fed her husband 
a cyanide-filled capsule under the pre- 
tense of giving him a sleeping pow- 
der. They preferred ‘to believe, as 
an elaborate array of defense coun- 
sel contended, that Captain Costello, 
broken in health both mentally and

_ Loaned to City, Says Chief 


Police benefit funds, derived from 
advertising contributions to the’ po- 
lice year book, were loaned to a de- 
funct city treasury “to install a new 
burglar alarm system and to equip 
an armored car to fight crime,” and 
also were diverted “to care for men 
injured in line of duty,” Chief of Po- 
lice T. O. Sturdivant Tuesday night 
told a special council committee in- 
vestigating charges of “racketeering” 
in the solicitations, 

The chief, Oscar H. Pendley, his 
secretary, and Hugh G. Krein, of 
Krein & Daly, who held the adver- 
Using contract, all testified that pres- 
Sure was barred as far as wes pos- 
sible in obtaining the advertising; 
tHat at least two solicitors had sev- 
ered relations with the firm when 
they applied “the heat too strongly,” 
and that every penny collected was 
accounted for in documents submitted 
to the committee. 

All denied that issuance of “cour- 
tesy cards” bearing Sturdivant’s 
signature, gave the recipient any ‘‘spe- 
cial privileges,” but held they were 
only used for identification. 

On Cross questioning, Pendley ad- 
mitted the courtesy ecards were “a 
little soft ons 

The committee, after holding a 
lengthy session adjourned until 7:30 
o'clock tonight, when the hearing will 
be resumed at committee room No, 
2, second floor of the city hall. 

Councilman Aubrey Milam, chair- 
man ~of the committee, invited the 
entire public te appear before the 
gommittee if they had testimony 
which would be of value to the com> 
mittee. About a score of witnesses 
are yet to be heard from. 

Krein told the committee that about 
$18.000 was collected: that about 
$4,500 had been paid to the fund, and 


that the sum represented more than 
twice as much as has ever been pass- 
ed to the fund in any past solicita- 
tion, He held that a contract. guaran- 
teeing that the fund would receive 25 
per cent of the gross amount obtained 
was a good one for the city, saying he 
was forced to pay for cuts, commis- 
sions for solicitors. printing costs and 
other incidentals. He said he had no 
license but would secure one of ihe 
owed it. . 

Sturdivant concurred, citing the 
fact that several previous contracts 
whereby the fund participated 60 per 
cent to 40-per cent for advertisers on 
net profits failed to net any substan- 
tial amounts. 

“This police benefit fund is in good 
condition.” Sturdivant told the com- 
mittee. “The city did not have the 
money to enter into a contract with 
signal operators to install the latest 
burglar signal system. I saw an op- 
portunity to aid us in policing after 
we had been forced to cut 20 men 
out of the department as an economy 
move. and I took advantage of it. 

“We have entered into a contract, 
and will pay the fund back out of 
profits which will accrue from the 
new alarm system. That system will 
catch the burglar while he is on the 
job. We have procured through the 
fund a car and have mounted ma- 
chine guns on it. It will be of great 
value in curbing safe blowing and 
other night depredations. 

“In addition, we have paid hospital 
bills for men hurt in line of duty. 
It was my idea to make the fund aid 
the city at large as well as the men. 
It will do just that. Council has 
sanctioned the burglar system and has 
passed an ordinance providing for a 
contract between the city and the 
Southern Bell Telephone Company, 


whose services we must have to make 
it effective.”

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 15.—'‘ 
Although no official confirmation can. 
be had, it has been learned from au- 
thoritative sources. that Professor 
Raymond Moley, assistant secretary of 
state on leave, and head of the Roose- 
velt “brain trust,” is about to launch 
a blue eagle of his own. It will.be 
of the bald-headed genus and will be 
trained on criminals and racketeers 
instead of industry and business. 

With the active assistance At-

He proposes to make a_ house-to- 
house canvass of United States citizen- 
ry to find out who is working and 
who is not; the occupation of all male 


and female members of the families; 
Pand carefully separate the sheep from 
the goats. This census will serve a 
double-barreled purpose. 

It will determine with some degree’ 
of: definiteness just how many: unem- 
ployed there are in the nation, and it 
will bring into the open those engaged 
in shady, suspicious or questionable 
activities.
